CONSTITUTIONAL POWERS. 

‘The World quoted Mr. Jefferson os authority for tho 
dictum that onr political system reserves to tho sov- 
eral States 'ezery power purely domestic,” and that 

“Pho Fedoral is, in truth, our foroiga government, which de- 
partment olone ia taken froin tho vovereignty of tho ceparato 
States.” 

Wo mot this with indispntablo citations from 
the Constitation itself, wherein power is given 
to Congress.to protect inventors and authors by 
patents and copyrights; to coin money; to establish 
post-offices and post-ronds 5 and to establi 
uniform laws on tho subject of bankrapteies; while, 
by thot same instrument, tho States are forbidden 
to coin money, pass bills of attainder or ez post facto 
laws, orimpair the obligation of contracts, &c. Surely, 
here is enough to prove |The World mistaken—and Mr. 
Jefferson too—in rting that ' the foreign depart- 
ment alone is taken from tho sovereignty of th 
Btatea. 

The World quotes Mr. Jefferson as writing from 
Paris to E. Carrington (Aug, 4, 1787) that onrs under 
the old Confederation was ‘tho best government ex- 
isting, or that ever did exist,” ‘That was, donbiless, 
Mr. Jefferson's opinion; but the country held quite 
another; and this prevailed in tho framing and adop- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. Mr. Jefferson fur- 
ther wrote that— 

‘eMty general plan would be, to make the States one os to every 
hing ohiected WU fopetan netions, ad tceral as fo everything 
purely domestic, 

Wo haven't a doubt of this. Only itso happens 
that Mr. Jefferson did not frame the Federal Consti 
tution, and it but to 
those of Franklin, Shorman, 
Hamilton, Madison, &c,, which wore quito diferent, 
Madison afterward bowed to tho mai 
personal asoondaney, ond wrote the famous Virginia

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resolves of 1799, of which, after Jeffursou’s death, bo 
mado so unhappy on atlompt to explain away tho 
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meaning. But the Constitution is ono thing, and the

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The advocates of British F 
to foment jealousies among consume 
ducora, and to Greate olasa interests, 
popular delusions thoy havo establ 
facturers in the United States constantly roaliz 
mous profits, ‘Tho inquiries of the Internal I 
Commission, on the other hand, demonstrate that the 
brave men who have reared through our c! ble 
industrial policy the present structare of American 
manufactures, have not realized treo per cont on the 
investments made during the progress of their work! It 
can bo shown that more clear profit has been nado ini 
tho United States by foreign manufactarers than by 
our own. Indeed, if the history of manufaoturcs in 
the United States wero truthfully written, it would be 
written in tears, Thoro is not a county in any one of 
the older States which hag not plentiful monuments 
of disastrous industrial enterprises, in which generou 
projectors consnmed their estates and wore ont their 
hearts. Tho account books of Awerican mannfac- 
turers will show that their profits are largo ia only 
two or threo yenrs in ten; that for tivo to four years of 
that time their profits are small; that they ne 
escape ton years without years of heavy loss, or total 
bankruptoy; and that balf of all their timois black 
with years of anxiety and care. Nover for one hour, 
since the Governmont was organized, has tho clutch 
of the British traders’ fingers been wholly off tho 
throat of American manufacturers. On tho other 
hond, Great Britain maternally gave ber manufae- 
200 years of vigilant and continuous protection.

But, allowing all these oxpenses to belong to tho 
ponce establishment, we find that our aotual war ex- 
penditure was $3,203,200,086 prior to the 1st of July, 
‘Tho amount oxpouded since that date, and yet 
ended while our army must remain of the 
s tively. But, as the 
Secrotary: of tho Treasury in his last report estim ates 
that our national debt July 1,:1866, will be $3,000,- 
000,000, it is safo to say thut the notnal expenditure 
of Government in putting down tho Rebellion will bo 
83,500,000,000. 

But this enormous sum only 
expenditure, Tho States, also, mado large expondi- 
tures for tho same object. How much they expended 
out of their current receipts, cannot be told; but the 
amount of debt now hanging over thom, according to 
r. Blaine’ (67,954,364. ‘Then comes the 
large amonnt spent by cittes and towns in their muni- 
cipal capacities; the receipts of the Savitary and Chr 
tian Commissions; tbo bounties freely paid by indi- 
yiduals. At a very low estimate, theso sums would 
fix tho war expenditure of the uation, tho States ond 
individuals, at over Four Thousnud Five Hundred 
Millions of dollars; or oyer ‘Three Millions, One 
Hundred ‘Thousand dollars for cach nnd every day 
from tho attack on Sninter taxtatfall of Petersburg: 
Wh mt sueh a sum in their deter- 
inivation to maintain their nationality ? 

‘At no time during tho war, could Government offi- 
ciols tell the amount of our indebteduess or inake cor- 
rect estimate Their knowl- 
edge was confined to the paymeuts of monoys, apd 
noyor included the results of contracts, the alteration 
of values, or the growth of an expansive’ warfare, 
When they came to predict futuro expenditures, thoy 
always fell below tho truth. Tn his first annual report, 
in 1861, Mr, Chose was compelled to. ask Congress to 
provide for @ deficiency of ever two hundred and thir 
teen millions of dollars, When twelve mouths more 
had passod away, he had to acknowledge a doficit 
of over t\ro hundred and soyenty-seven millions. 
During his short term in the Treasury, Mr. Fessenden 
estimated tbat the esponditures for tho year 1865 
would be somewbut less than nine hundred millions of 
dollurs ; they were over eighteen buudred millions. 
But itis only justice to the Seoretaries of tho Trons- 
ury to state that theso cstimates ato always based 
upon data furnished them by their brother Secretaries 
of tho Army ond Navy. And 
Seeretary—can tell whet a year of rebellion may 
bring forth.

forced to try straw, but with little success, Twenty 
years later Franco auccceded in mulsing paper outof lindo 
wood, but tho oxporiment was not pursued. | Thoso 
Fronchmen 80 yosra ngo had more bloody uotions in the 
heads than making paper! Altogether our ancestora must 
bayo leon as sorely pressod for papor a8 wo who elnim to 
bo of tho Ago of Gab and Serihble. It is on record thatin 
1772 thoro wore 60 varictios of paper made from 60 diferent 
materials, while in 1786 there wero 103 varieties from the 
samo numbor of mutorials, Tspuro the reader thecatalozne, 
Principal among them, howover, were rage, cotton-waste, 
gunny, homp, India bagging, reed, canes, ‘nettles, hops, 
moss, seed, herbs and so on, Such a struggle with poor 
Nature for Gab and Scribble Stuff, and oven now uo rest ! 

In 1690 the first, popor-mill wes ¢reoted in Pennsylvania, 
nearastream called tho Wissubickon, about tio miles 
from tho location of the works of the Wood Papor Company 
in the suburbs of Philudelphia. ‘The founder was William 
Lyttingbuison of Holland, whose family hud for genera- 
tions made papor for tho Dutch, and whose descendants 
tothisdoy make papor in Manayunk. A good family 
that of Ryttinghuisen—thrifty and wise—who eon 
sibly changéll their namo to Iitteuhouse, and gave to 
science a grand nophevw of William, named’ David, much 
nddicted to secing stars auiong these high Wissahickon 
hills, ond now known to all maukind ns av emincut astron- 


omiet. Ihave ecen a book mude in tho first mill, over 170 
years since, bearing tho Ryttinghwison water-mark, 
‘OW. R:, Pensivvanra,” with @ trefoil, ineased in a 


scroll—a neatly formed trefoil that yny Irishman would 
accopt as tho shamrock, nnd as ovidonee that old Willan 
wos n Fenian. ‘Tho ‘paper ia hard—of good texture: 
browned by time, but showing signs of careful make, and 
as strong ind nearly ws smooth as the ordinary shect of 
note paper on which theso words ure written. It was'a 
noted mill in these days, nnd tho poots of tho Pennsyl- 
yania colony thymed about it, something wfter this 
fashion: 


“Tho papor mill is bero hard by 
And makes good papor frequently, 
Yut the printer, ax 1 hero doth tell, 
Ts gone into Now-York to dwell. 

No donbt but ho will lay np baga, 

If be can get good store of rages.

Lot mo stato.as an qnnotation that tho printer thus 
recorded o3 leaving Philndelphiu for Now-York was the 
colebrated William Bradford, who spoko his mind freely 
about the Quakers, and was’ accordingly banished, print- 
ing-press. aud all. ‘(Tis banishment of Brediord being, 
as [will hero state, the origin of the romarkublo sup 
stition among people of this Stato that when good Penn 
sylyapinus die thoy go to New-York.) 

In thoso days, all papor was tmunufuetured by hand, 
Each sheot was inanufactured soparately. ‘Tho rags were 
inndo into n-pulp in ironor stone mortars ly’ trip hain: 
inors, it requiring several days to mako.a suiple of dry 
finished papor.. ‘Tho capacity of the mill was aboxt 1,500 
reumsayear. You ean now induco one of your best 
clorka td tell how many huudrod years it svould havo 
taken honest old William to furnish one year's sup- 
ply.of paper for Tne CrBuNe. ‘The business grow 
rupidly in the colonies. In "1769 there wore 40

The rag—the best elé- 
mont of paper—has for years become more and more 
contracted in supply, While cotton wusto and ropo 
Waste oro so. necessarily, Straw is n good agency, but 
ye wantu better one. Behold on theso plains the’ tall 
joplar tree—the pretentious, unwelcome, unneceseary pop- 
jar—of little uso in farm’ economy—to bo ent down as 
curbering the gronud some day, perhaps. Stop! Wo will 
try this till poplar treo in tho American Wood and Pilp 
Works and seo what hiddon virtuesit may possess, This 
is the experiment which has brought mo to Philadelphia 
for Tue TEmMUNE—which hes kept me on the banks of the 
Schuylkill River these mony hours, and whieh T ow re- 
cord as n contribution to the soience and civilization of 
the world, Let mo tell you, then, briefly, and with as 
fow technicalities as possible, of what theso works consist, 

They are located in Manayunk, on the bank of the 
Schuylkill River, with canal ond ruilroud adjoining. ‘They. 
‘rere commenced in August, 1864, and completed during 
theprosent month. The buildings'are built of stone and 
brick, in the most substantial manner, and occupy a space 
of 1,000 fect in length by 250 in width, and cost, when com- 
pleted, over $500,000. “Tnited with tho Flat Rock Mills 
thoy embrice in all about 10 ceres of ground, They aro 
said to be tho most extensive works of the kind in the 
Yrorld, and aro capable of producing from 12 to Io tuns of 
oper pulp per diem. | ‘The works wero projected by a com: 
pany of gentlemen, from different parts of the Union, and 
thy subscribed capltal is estjmated at from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. z Zin: 

Pefore entering the jnclosure Wo arrive at what is known 
as the " Scttling Pond’’—at the extromo north end. Tt is 
used for tho storage of water, of which great quantities aro 
used daily, and mast necessarily be clear. 'The pond is pro- 
teotod on the Schoyikill side by a high strong wall, and is 
about 10 fect deep by about $00 feot square. Its capacity 
{5 5,500,000 gallons. In closo proximity to the pond aro 
two lim Kilbs, which are Kept constantly employed in 
making tho best lime, whieh is used in tho establishment, 
thostono for whichis brought in, boats from the quarries, 
somo miles up the river. 

‘Tho most important part of these works is the round honso 
ororaponiting establishment, ‘This is the mazn feature of 
tho works, Itis known that one of the r hy pul 
hos not beon made from wood and other substance 
successfilly, is the high price of soda, und the ne 
forits ennstiaption in Tange quantities.

fivo run on tracks beloy, to tho building where, perhaps, 8 
few houre befory it hud Yeon a hard, knotty log! Pe 
Adjoining the wood boiling-house is the chopping estab- 
lishment, $2 by L24 feel, where tho logs aroeut ante ci 
Tho Roou chop era consist of two massive cireulur chunks 
of iron, resembling a Solid wheel, about six fect in diame- 
tor, with largo stecl knives set in'slats left in tho iron for 
their intreduction. The knives ore moyablo, and can be 
placed or displaced nt pleasure. ‘Thos rovol¥o with great 
velocity, and are capable of cutting from 30 to 40 cords of 
wood every 24 hours. ‘Tho ebips, ns thoy aro cut, fall into 
jron cars, ind ore carried off as needed. Horo’ are also 
threo large pulp engines, cach capable of holding 1,000 
pounds of pulp, aleo tro’ f-inch wot cylinder cloaninz- 
machines, eapablo of elesnjue from 25,000 to 20,000 poands 
of pulp. ‘hore ja also in this room (Ne bleach-mixing®np- 
paratos, which is quite an important ausiliary in the men- 
ufacture of chips info paper. ‘Tho wholo of tho machinery 
of this building is driven by two large ‘Turbine. wats 
wheels. Toward tho river ié the blesching-houeo, whera 
the pulp is bleached, and the drying-machino rooms, 36 by 
118 “fect, whorw are Tocated ono S-inch thirteon ‘dryer 
threo-feut eylindermnchine, capable of drying from 14,000 
to 18,000 pounds of pulp every 21 hours Theso works aro 
controlled by Measra. Jessup und Moore, tho great paper- 
Gcalors, and Mr, Moriin Nixon, tho descendant of old Wil. 
lium Ryttinghuisea eforomentioncd, who will macufacture 
the pip iuto papor ot their mills, By their 
creetion it is estimated that the daily production of 
printing paper will'bo increased about 13,000 pounds, and 
tho daily consumptien of raga at the above named mills 
diminished to about tho samo extout, which must kavo a 
tendoucy to cheapen the prico of bath articles; iPtuct 
tho prico of newspaper has declined three cents per poi 
tine dhe Wood Pulp Works were put im oneness 
If, in. tho intricanies of musonry end mathematics, I 
haye made my meanivg plain, tho reader will sco that this 
process in the first piaco £0 porfuctly disintegrates the 
wood that nothing but, al remuins. It does s0 wt leas 
cost by saving ond secnring the chomicals (soda especially) 
that entorso largely into the mannfacturo of y ‘Thi 
economy is the great yaluo of the present experiment. 
Other woods beside poplar can be used, although poplar 
ig the nost proforable. ‘The cnpacity of the mills is vory 
longo; and if Messrs, Jessup & Moore succeed in makings 
puper as perfect und usoful os that upon which I atx now 
writing (and which come from their mill), they will rev 
Intionizo tho art of papermaking, ond greatly lessen the 
st of knowledge. In the experiment hundreds of thou- 
sunds of dollaré have beon spont; and this thin ebeot of 


puper represents tho patience of many tolling years, the 
Intrepid sinking of capita} in tlle mterest of selence, un- 
wearled care, ener, "Yeator:

The literary execution of this story shows that it was 
written during a gracious and happy mood of tho author's 
muse. Tho arrangement and evolution of the plot oxhib- 
its no lack of inventive resources; tho scones preserva 
thoir inter-depondenco and consocutive relation with ad- 
mirable effect; and the machinery with which the sequel 
is brought about, though simple in its conception and froo 
from an excessive complication of details, works with trac 
artistic powor. If any excoption is to be mado as to tho 
naturalness of the incidents, itis the scone at “Old Man 
Barton's” funeral when Mary Potter rovoula the secret of 
her marriage and the honorable birth of hereon, This 
strikes us a3 rather far-fetched, ond with too close an ap- 
proach to tho melodramatic to bo in keeping with tho 
genoral character of the story. Tho stylo is singularly 
graceful and sweet, and throws.a spell of quiot fascination 
oyor tho roader whoso taste has not been dragged and 
debauched by unwholcgome provocatives. For tho most 
part, it is romarkable for its puro and vigorous English, 
with fow of tho yicos of expression from which such 
festilo.and popular outhors aro seldom fro.
